A lthough lord beaverbrook. 

Canadian born and bred, should have a good 
working knowledge of his native country, he is likely 
to be shocked at the kind of reception his empire 
trade proposals have had in certain Canadian quar¬ 
ters. Some Conservative newspapers not only have 
ripped into hi* scheme with tooth and nail, but, in 
transports of rage, have assailed its author and hrs 
motives. They charge him with nursing the ambi¬ 
tion to become leader of the Conservative Party in 
Britain and eventually lo ride into power by beating 
the tom-tom of a grandiose, but wholly impossible, 
inter-imperial trade project—which he hat denied. 

Briefly, Lord Beaverbrook proposes free trade 
within the empire, in graduated stages where neces¬ 
sary, and a tariff against the rest of the world. No 
doubt before he launched- it he had read some of 
the speeches Mr. Bennett made on this subject in 
the early months of his leadership, and interpreted 
them ns reflecting hit whole-hearted zeal for a mu¬ 
tual trading nrrnngement between the various parts of 
the empire. He probably did not notice that later 
on Mr- Bennett’s real began to contract and diminish 
until it disappeared into a meaningless torrent of words.

by the noisy vocal and verbal imperialism of Canadian 
Conservative spell-bmder* and editors, and. forgetting 
for the moment his Canadian history, thought they 
meant something. During his lapse he likely thought 
that he had only to mention his scheme and it 
would be embraced with wild enthusiasm by the Con¬ 
servative Party of Canada as a measure for estab¬ 
lishing practical empire economic unity. 

By this time probably Lord Beaverbrook has 
ncsllcd his CsiumImr history, wtwttabtft that lor 
thirty yean hi* Conservative friends in Canada have 
violently opposed every tariff concession given to 
Britain by the Liberal Party: that their imperialism, 
so fervent at patriotic conventions and election times, 
when flags are waved and bands play "Rule Britan- 
nis,” disappears when the question of lower duties 
on British goods is raised and trade treaties with Aus¬ 
tralasia are proposed. 

It W true there are - formidable obstacles in the 
path of Lord Beaverbrook’s project of free trade 
within the empire and a tariff against the rest of the 
world. Indeed, apart from the defects of the scheme 
on economic grounds, experience has shown that the 
British people are opposed to the idea of a tariff on 
food, whether of foreign or empire origin, smee in 
cither case it would increase the cost to them of the 
necessaries of life. Experience also has shown that 
Canadian protectionists, no matter how freely they 
wave the Union Jack and how loudly they sing "Rule 
Britannia." are just as much opposed to giving British 
exporters preferential customs duties as they sre to 
letting foreign goods in more cheaply. No doubt pro¬ 
tectionists in Australis are of the same kind. 

But all this is no reason why Lord Besverbrook. 
who has been a true-blue Tory, and whose ancestors 
back lo the stone age may have been Tories, should 
be so grievously wounded in the house of hit Cana¬ 
dian friends. In any case, as s fellow-New Bruns- 
wicker. he is entitled tq expect from Mr. Bennett x 
few kind words, even if Mr. Bennett’s newspaper sup¬ 
porters regard him as x villain for suggesting such 
a thing as free trade within the empire. Hit critics 
ought to give him constructive advice, instead of 
calling him a mountebank.

THE NEIGHBOR CHILD OFITRS 
MANY PROBLEMS 

So many letters recently have asked 
about how to handle the situation of 
the selfish ndghbar child (without af¬ 
fronting hi, mother, that one mar¬ 
vel, at the multitude and similarity 
of these situations. Thu discussion 
specifically anwere Mrs. I.C.W. and 
Mrs. IMH , whose letters were aub- 
atantuuy the seme. 

In any neighborhood where smell 
children play together, one or more 
children wlU tie found who take ad¬ 
vantage of their playmates. Whet usu¬ 
ally happens Is something like this: 
Bobby, mother provides him with tha 
right kind of outdoor toys, sends him 
out to play, and Immediately Michael, 
who Uvea next door end posse see, no 
toys, rune over, gratis the wagon or 
kiddy car and plays happily aU morn¬ 
ing. muting all Bobby’s erforU to get 
his own toys back. If Bobby u ami¬ 
able he dqesu’t mind, but hu mother 
»*»V* doM She seethes with Indigna¬ 
tion end then she feces this problem: 
Bhall she send the boy borner Shell 
■he tell hu mother, end by eo doing 
become unfriendly’ shall she encour¬ 
age Bobby to stand up for hU rights 
end eaum a rumpus? We can’t blame 
her for being puxaled. 1 ■ 

We must recognise some simple 
principles of pUy. Children under four 
years of age play alone, seen though 
B the company of some other child 

■ey are selfish because they haven’t 
bed enough experience or aren’t social- 
minded enough to be aware of tbe 
satisfaction gained from unselfishness 
The mother must show this to the 
child, and aha can be equally helpful 


to the other child If she handles him 
In tha right way. 

It the playmate is muds older than 
her child aha wlU do better to asperate 
them until her own child reaches an 
age when he can take cam of buns'It 
It la useless to try to manage e all- 
year-old and a two-year-old If the 
older child decides to monopolise tha 
younger child's toys. She has a perfect 
right to Suggest to her neighbor that 
children of these ages do not pUy well 
together end that U why aha U Bind¬ 
ing tha eu-year-old home. 

If she finds the children astletled to 
play together, even If one an me to be 
having mors then hu eh are of tbe 
toya. leave them alone. Don't instil 
selflehneas into the child who lent 
conscious of hU being made a victim 
If Bobby wanti his wagon and the 
other child u deaf to hu plaaa, sug¬ 
gest that Bobby pull Michael up the 
■treat and Michael pull him bask, or 
that one play with tha kiddy ear for 
• time, the other ues tha wagon and 
then change about. Bach must glee 
the other A chance, otherwise they will 
each have to suck to hu own toya 
Being fair means letting the ether 
child share hu toya too. Do lt ell. not 
In a scalding way, but suggestively. 

If tbs suiting neighbor never bee

N O COMBAT in recorded 
history surpasses in 
desperation a battle 
of the giants that 
took -place a few days ago in the 
hills back of Barkerville and re¬ 
corded in The Prince George 
Citizen. 

Norman Thompson, the well- 
known hte game guide of Bow¬ 
ron Lake, and W. Stewart But¬ 
ton of Riverside, Cal., witnessed 
the titanic struggle.- When re¬ 
lating their experiences two 
days later in Barkefville, they 
did so with a feeling of glee 
and high tension. Although 
Thompson Bros, of Bear I.ake 
arc old time guides and can re¬ 
late many an interestug episode 
during years spent in the wilds 
of British Columbia, yet the ex¬ 
perience of the younger brother 
with his big game hunter which 
took place in the mountains 
about ten miles south of Bark- 
crville. was the crowning event 
of their career. 

Ten days ago Thompson Bros, 
left Bowron Cake via Barker¬ 
ville wizli^jwo big game hunters. 
Dr. Montgomery of Los Angeles, 
and \V.Stewart Button of River¬ 


side, Cal. They took the old 
Prosser Pine Trail. Leaving the 
trail four miles from town they 
crossed Bald Mountain, the head 
of Gold Creek, and made camp 
In the sloping hills of Mount 
Meridian. Their object was to 
secure a good caribou head, al¬ 
though they went prepared for 
any kind of game they might 
encounter. 

The fourth day out Dr. Mont¬ 
gomery hunting with Ray 
Thompson secured a handsome 
caribou head, one of the best 
seen at Barkerville. this year. 
Having seenred the object of 
their search Dr. Montgomery 
and Ray returned to Barkerville. 
Mr. Button, who waa not so 
lucky, decided to continue, the 
hunt for a few days, with little 
hope of securing so valuable a 
trophy. 

Two days after Ray and Dr. 
Montgomery had departed, Nor¬ 
man and hia hunter were travel¬ 
ing on a low unknown moun¬ 
tain—-in reality one of the fool-" 
hilla of Mount Meridian—about 
2 o'clock in the afternoon. While 
plodding wearily over deadfalls, 
through brush and patches of 


green, timber they stopped to 
get their breath, while the wind 
waa wailing through the trees. 

A* they Were about .to move 
on Mr. Button caught a peculiar 
sound. 

“Only the wind,” said Nor¬ 
man, who was accustomed to 
the apprehensions of big game 
hunters, who in the loneliness 
of the hills are given to hearing 
things that are not real. and to 
seeing things' that appear to 
piove in the distance, which fre¬ 
quently ifrove to be optical 
illusions 

But they had gone but a ahort 
distance when the sounds be¬ 
came more distinct. This time 
the guide caught the vibration. 

It sounded like something 
pounding, Norman said. This 
put them on their guard, but 
with no thought of danger. Both 
thought it was a caribou rub¬ 
bing his horns on a tree, fitting 
himself to hold his own among 
other male caribou during the 
mating period: They “ worked 
their way quietly through the 
brush and over windfalls in 
order fo get a better view. 


As they approached the 
soimila became more distinct. It 
was apparently a larger animal 
of some kind. They worked 
their wny cautiously a little 
closer. Norman mounted a high 
log and peered through the trees. 
He finally observed a caribou 
horn stroking up, and ir pile of 
loose dirt. He decided instantly 
it was a grizzly cache, but he 
eould not locate the bear.

Getting down from the wind¬ 
fall they decided to work,their 
way around where they had n 
chance of getting a glimpse of 
bruin and size him up. 

The pounding sound they had 
heard was the grizzly hitting the 
■arth with his great paw, cover¬ 
ing the caribou. 

T hey had got but a litti* 

Closer when they heard a 
crash jn the bush. The grizzly 
had caught their scent and was 
charging. The brush being 
thick they wei^ unable to see 
what was coming, and had little 
chance of defending themselves 
except, at close quarters, al¬ 
though there was. an open space 
at one side. 


Instantly about a 600-pound 
grizzly emerged with a roar 
that made the hair stand on 
their heads where there was no 
hair to stand. .... ,_ 

In the first part of the charge 
the grizzly, guided by acent, ith. 
stead of coming at them direct, 
was coming at a tangent. He 
was traveling oh high at a speed 
down grade ho-could not stop. 
His course would pass the hunt¬ 
ers about thirty feet to the right, 
hut once he caught sight of 
them he put on all four* and slid 
about ten feet lh order to break 
momentum. 

With a growl that sent cold 
chills up their backs, oil getting 
hia balance ha tprAcd and made 
one spring in their direction. 
Another spring and he would 
have landrd on hia prey, and 
only the alertness and pretence 
of mind of the hunters saved 
them. 

It was a question of s e c on ds 
whether the grizzly lnndyd the 
hunters or the hunters the bear. 
Both fired instantly. It was not 
a eaae for the “guide to give the 
hunter first allot.’ One shot 


took effect in the front shoulder, 
the other in the hind quarter. 
It threw the gristly on his side 
but did not stop him: 


He made another lunge, al¬ 
though badly handicapped, but 
the hunters stood theie ground^ t 
and pumped lead. 

It took nine shot to stop him, 
when almost under their rifle 
barrels. 


Although a veteran guide, 
Thompson claims it is his larg¬ 
est grizzly, and certainly the 
moat ferocious. 

T HE HUNTERS then pro¬ 
ceeded to the cache. Here 
they found the partly covered 
caribou, dead about a week. 
Lying within n few feet of the 
caribou was approximately a 
400-pound black bear, one of 
the largest of that species that 
cither Thompson nr the hunter 
had ever seen. The dead bear 
was quite warm, killed perhaps 
two hours previously. The 
ground around showed signs of 
t desperate struggle. Every rib 
on one side of the black bear 


was broken) the flesh beneath 
his skin was pounded to a pulp; 
his tkqU’ waa crushed in with 
part of the brain ooiing out. 


Apparently the black bear 
found the caribou first. Whether 
he grizzly came upon him un¬ 
awares, or whether the black 
bear, being a powerful and ugly 
animal himself, attempted to 
defend hia cache, is history that 
cannot be recorded. 


There were a few marks on 
the grizzly, but a number of 
teeth marks through its hide and 
several deep scratches about the 
neck were the only signs of the 
encounter. It was at a time 
when the grizzly’s temper 
was at a high pitch, triumphant 
and confident frem victory, and 
looking for other world to con¬ 
quer, that the hunters came 
upon him. But he jfnew little 
of high-powered rifles, or of the 
cunning trad skill of min, and 
that meant hia Waterloo. 

B UT PRECEDING the bear 
fight perhaps ten days, on 
the same lonely spot, without a 


witness (unless it was an attrac¬ 
tive doe, a prize for the trium¬ 
phant), a struggle as desperate 
and deadly as t)ie bear light 
took place. It was the meeting 
plaee of two giant catibou, wbo 
contested for supremacy until 
thl' vanquished keeled aver 
dead. The dead caribou bail 
several ribs broken, its skull 
was punctured in several places, 
but i( had the largest set of 
boms ever brought into Barker¬ 
ville, with forty-two distinctive 
points, besides several partly 
developed. 

Thus ended a tragedy perhaps 
unequalled in the wilda of 
British Columbia, at least of 
anything on record. "The hunt- 
era left for Bowron Lake imme¬ 
diately with the object of secur¬ 
ing a moose head that would 
correspond with their other 
trophies, but- owing to an indis¬ 
position of Dr. Montgomery's 
the hunt wps postponed until 
next year. It is the ntentiou of 
the hunters to write this thril¬ 
ling adventure for some of the 
ont-door magazines. 


Where the Empress Hit Rocks, Near Albert Head 
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Calamitous Ice Was There Many Years Before; Story of An Ancient Mud, the Reign of Heat, and From Lava Flow to Fairy

I T WAS hard to Imagine that leas than a fort¬ 
night ago the "Empress of Canada” had lain 
with torn hull for three day* upon thaaa 
rocks. Two white poau In the water mark¬ 
ing tha tidal rise and fall remained aa of- 
£cla! evidence. Scattered cigarette packages and 
•hocolate wrappers, the usual debris of a crowd, 
teemed ecarcely numerous enough for the flocks 
of curious spectators that had lined the shore 
by day and night. There wee one pathetic token 
of the disaster, the body of a “direr" half-hidden 
among the rubble of rock In a little gully. The 
bird, one of the most aquatic in Its habits of all. 
had suffered from the oil from the wrecked Tea¬ 
sel. with which the waters about Albert Head 
hare been defiled ever since It# feathers were 
literally gluad together by the slimy and ad¬ 
hesive substance. All along the shore, birds have 
been found In this condition and many of them 
have been mercifully killed, fdr white the move¬ 
ments of the sea transfer after a abort time the 
oil from Its surface to the land. nothing avails 
the oil-eqtsngled birds. It Is one of the small 
but none' the less real tragedies that stalk tbe 
world as the shadow of civilisation, tragedies 
useless but Inevitable. 

There la a veil of fog this morning, as on that 
other eventful one. and the whistle of e vessel 
fueling Its way from the Quarantine Station to 
Victoria punctuates tbe atlllneaa at intervals 
The coast is indented with numerous small In¬ 
let* and coves, and the intervening points of 
land are hardly visible from their neighbors, or 
seen only aa faint gray biota, ao dubious that 
the eye strains and etralni In the effort to make 
out a familiar outllna.

The advance of the great Ice with 1U cold bleak¬ 
ness and Its widespread occupation of our north¬ 
ern lands mod shallow sees wss one of the great 
catastrophes of the globe.. . Life was destroyed 
by it or fled before It. Borne see In the migra¬ 
tory habits of birds a sort of annual re-enact¬ 
ment of that flight and return. There were al¬ 
leviations, periods of thousands of years during 
which the toe retreated and warmth and fer¬ 
tility once more asserted themselves. During 
these we first clearly see man tackling the prob¬ 
lems of life In western Europe By the end of 
the Olaclal Period or about 50.000 years sgo 
in Europe, man was making rough but eaally 
recognisable Implements or stone In north 
America the earlteat human tools date from the ! 
same period, or thereabouts But if man gained 
It was in a hard school. The conditions that 
helped to increase the convolutions of hia brain ; 
had exterminated spec its of animals and plants 
whl:h disappeared to be known henceforth only 
aa fossils, the survivor* were profoundly modi¬ 
fied by that advancing and retreating cover of 
white The Age of Ice gave us otar Northern 
Hemisphere as we know it; even thosj parts 
that escaped the great glaciation must have felt 
It climatically, botanically and zoologically in 
some degree. 

THE REIGN OE HEAT 

Rut the rocks of Albert Head may be awn 
by a spectator aa witnesses of catastrophic heat 
as well as of catastrophic cold. The reddish- 
weathering rocks bear In every direction the evi¬ 
dence of volcanic action. But as most of ua j 
are unfamiliar at first hand with tbe vagaries 
and produta of such regions as the volcanic dis¬ 
tricts of the Hawaiian Islands, tbs crater-topped, 
mountains of Japan and Italy, and even our 
■till active Northern Pacific Mount Lassen, we 
have to get our information through books, 
specimens photographs, ate. We are then able 
to recognize many of the phenomena of volcanic 
action within a few hundred yards of the scene 
of the Empress of Canada wreck. Flows of lava, 
beds of ejected dust and fragments up to several 
feet in diameter, end of volcanic slag or soorlea 
like the cl inker* from a furnace, are all visible. 
The ropy surface of the original streams of lava 


has been remarkably preserved in places, while 
cutting tbf flatter-lying materials are dikes 
of once molten rock that filled fissures In tbe 
cooling crust. Columnar structure occurs In a 
few places, a very fine example being on Uw 
rest shore of the Higgs place end in tha adja¬ 
cent bay pUlow-structure characterises some of 
"tea email Wli, Weet of tt>* aceae of the di¬ 
saster beds of volcanic gravel aand mark tbe ef¬ 
fects of waves beating on a abort to which the 
debris of tbe land waa brought by ratn-fed 
e tree ms and to tbe east scarcely more then a 
strone'a throw away a bed of fossil shells wit¬ 
nesses to tbs Ufa of tbe aea. Tbe presence of 
tbeae aylmal remains points to 4 period of 
quite long enough for some thing like normal 
conditions to resume their sway, for such vol¬ 
canic disturbances largely below see-level mUst 
have been immensely destructive to marine life. 
In one of Beebe's books a graphic description Is 
given ot s volcanic upheaval at eea end tbe con¬ 
sequent effects as seen from tbe veasel in which 
the writer was then traveling. What life there 
''was then on the neighboring land we do not 
know. The rocks of Vancouver Island are 
strangely silent about ancient animals whether 
bird or beast. Co we can say nothing of the 
effects of the catastrophe on shore. The vul- 
canism shown at Albert Head extended into 
the state of Washington where laves, etc., crop 
out at Fort Crescent. But in extent It eras 
small compared with such gigantic outbursts 
as those in Oretaoeous times in the Deccan. 
Indie end In tbe old plateau whose remnants 
are traceable from Greenland and Iceland to 
Skye and tha north of Ireland, or of the Snake 
River and Columbia plains whose lavaa date 
from tbe Miocene. Nevertheless Albert Head la 
at our door*, end when Its rugged coast waa lit 
with the blazing light* of the "Empreaa." the 
spectator might not unfitly recall those stranger 
light of glowing lava and flaming gas that threw 
thslr lurid gleam across the making of a new 
lend aurfnee And If he were old-fashioned 
enough to remember his "la Memerlara" be 
might find himself repeating

THE STORY OP AN ANCIENT Ml'O 

The Albert Head rocks about tbe scene 0f the 
• Empress” grounding are ao strikingly like the 
freshly ejected materials of a volcfno that when 
I visited Mount Rainier. I was Immediately re¬ 
minded of our little headland and Its rock- 
rimined short. Mount Rainier la one of the 


of tbs Pacific coast and the rocks 
strewn about its flanks or outcropping from Its 
sides are all of comparatively modern date, tha 
oldest Just preceding the Olaclal Period, while 
some are mors recent than that period. If. 
however, we go westward to the nest headland. 
William Head, we shall find that tbs rocks 
though or the mate period mm the Albert Head 
ones, ale somewhat diffeernt In appearanoe. 
After visiting Albert Head the otear day I went 
on to William Head to refresh my memory of 
Its rocks. The "head"**!* chiefly composed of 
pillow lavas Uks those of the islands in the 
little bay off the Higgs place, bilk'there la a very 
much greater thickness of them at tbs Quaran¬ 
tine Button where they range fapm below low 
tide mark to the top of the "hgij ** The pillows 
are generally imbedded in a tether soft* greenish, 
substance which wae originally a volcanic gl**< 
but in places they have wisps ot p*le greenish 
white chert occupying tbe spaces between them. 
The source of this substance la traced by the 
larger wisps to certain large fragmentary blocks 
at a flinty rook with a very distinctly banded 
character Originally laminated tha original 
bedding hae bean largely lost, and tha rock 
breaklat a high angle to the banding. But a 
doer examination shows differences of grain, 
etc. in^tbe various bands. That this chert at 
one time farmed the aea-bottom below the range 
of wave action can be seen by Its uniformly 
parallel banding. Evidence* of its marine de¬ 
position are found in scattered foeaila ranging 
from microscopic forma to beautifully clear im¬ 
pressions of echinoderm tests and shells- K was 
a siliceous mud formed first by the deposition of 
volcanic "ash" or dust and than by tha altera¬ 
tion of the "ash" by “alkaline thermal solu¬ 
tions carrying silicates and carbonates of soda 
- and iron." Such is Clapp's explanation In 
the thus altered muds silica-secreting organisms 
lived and the shells and testa of marine animal* 
were burled- The cherty tuffs have been baked 
and hardened by tbe beat of lavas, aad thus 
harneded they have been broken up and their 
horiaon confused and lost among the Innumer¬ 
able beds, sills and dikes of bees It and dotente. 
They have been found in eeveral planet about 
William Head, on the neighboring Ruck Hill, and 
along tbe Quarantine road. They occur along 
tha Books Lake pipe-line near the west end of 
the Kangaroo Road, up the valley of Book s River 
In railway cuttings, and on the CNR at the 
northwest end of Sooke Basin. They crop out 
on the ridge between Bluff end Trep Mountains 
west of Book* River at an elevetion of over 
1.500 feet, and there are no doubt many more 
exposures es yet unseen or unnoted.

World Tour—Television In Home 
Effects of Ultra-violet Ligfyt 


^^OMPLETING the first part of a three-year 
cruise around the world, the non-magnetic 
■ailing ship Carnegie, experimental cruiser 
of tbe Cemegie Institute, put Into port *t San 
Francisco recently for repairs and supplies after 
a twenty-five day voyage from Yokohama. Built 
in 1B0B without e single pieer of Iron or steel In 
her. the Carnegie has sailed around the world 
several times, visiting the North snd South Polar 
regions In quest of scientific date on magnetism 
and atmospheric electricity Tne trip Just com¬ 
pleted took her to Ioeland end the South Pacific. 
She is under the command of Captain J. P Ault. 
Seven scientist* are aboard. Among the discov¬ 
eries announced here was the finding of two 
submarine mountain range* off the coast of 
South America last February. One range, ex¬ 
tending lO.OpO feet above the ocean floor, waa 
encountered off the coast of Ecuador, and tha 
other off the Chilean ooast. Captain Ault said 
that be had obtained definite proof that the 
north magnetic pole waa “wobbling." While the 
change is comparatively alight, he said, our ob¬ 
servation proves that the north magnetic pole, 
ordinarily regarded aa constant by mariners. Is 
changing. Easter Island, a marine enigma fre¬ 
quently reported by mariners to have submerged. 
1 . still above the wave*, the scientist* declared. 
They toM of anchoring off the Island for a wsek 
and of taking extensive soundings In the vicinity. 
Thus soundings, they disclosed, revealed that

REPORT ON VIOLET RATE 

Although the public has been warned by 
eminent medical men of the possible harmful 
•fleets of tbe fashionable ultra-violet light treat* 
ment. the report of the Medical Research coun¬ 
cil on the subject will startle many. It aaya 
nothing of the harm that may arlye out of tM 
treatment Rather, it defiantly suggests that 
the supposed light cum la no cure at all. In an 
experiment canted out with a number of school 
children the results were 'purely negative." 
There la at least the consolation for people who 
may be disturbed by this conclusion that violet-' 
ray treatment. If given under proper conditions 
by a fully competent speeiaJlst will, apparently, 
have no injurious effects on health. But such 
negative assuranpp la not likely to satisfy patient* 
or responsible practitioners. Tboy might rele¬ 
vantly point out—And indead the Research Coun¬ 
cil admiu the qualification—that the result* of 
one experiment, however carefully performed, 
capnot be finally conclusive. But until mors 
positive result* am obtained from experimenta¬ 
tion. aa critically controlled aa that which has 
taken place, tbe general public will adopt a more 
sceptical attitude to ultra-violet ray treatment 
than hitherto. 

EXPERIMENTS ON SCHOOL CHILDREN 

Seven months experiments in a Wiltesden 


school with regard to the physiological and thera¬ 
peutic effects attributed to ultra-violet light are 
discussed by Dr Dora Colabrook In tbe report 
Secondary school children numbering 287, of 
agea from five to seven inclusive, were kept under 
medical observation from the end of August. 
1927. to the end of March. 1928. Of these 101 
were Irradiated by light from a carbon arc lamp 
with/a high output of ultra-violet rays, ninety- 
tou( were exposed under exactly the same con¬ 
ditions to a similar lamp from wblch all but the 
longest wave-lengths were cut off by window 
glass, while ninety-two received no Irradiation. 
Discussing the effects of the experiments on the 
height of the children. Dr Colebrook gives e 
table which shows^hat during tha whole period 
the unscreened lamp group Increased by 2.1 per 
cent, the screened lamp group by 2 per cent, end 
the control group bj^- 2.3 per cent With regard 
.to weight, the mepectlve increases w*i* 4,1 per 
cent, 4.9 per cent, and 4 J per oent. Tbe liability 
to colds waa another point of qpmparleon. and 
the report state*. “Neither In the figure* ter 
the whole period nor in the monthly reoor da does 
the condition of the children of tbe unscreened 
lamp group show any evidence of superiority 
over thet of ths screened lamp or the control 
groups. Such advantage as them Is In respect of 
both number and duration la to the two latter 
groups."
